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Shooting at video game tournament claims multiple lives

JACKSONVILLE, Ha. (AP) 

— A gunman opened fire 
Sunday at an online video 
game tournamentthatwas 
being livestreamed from a 
Florida mall, killing multiple 
people and sending many 
others to hospitals, authori¬ 
ties said. 

Sheriff's officers did not 


immediately confirm the 
number of dead at the 
J acksonville Landing, a col¬ 
lection of restaurants and 
shops along the St. Johns 
River. 

But an official close to the 
investigation said the shoot¬ 
ing left four people dead 
and that the gunman died 
from a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. It was not clear if 
the official included the 


suspect in the death toll. 
The official spoke on the 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause the person was not 
authorized to release infor¬ 
mation. 

Sheriff Mike Williamssaid au¬ 
thorities had yet to identify 
the suspect who attacked 
the video football tourna¬ 
ment, which featured the 
game "Madden NFL 19."

Jason Lake, the founder 
and CEO of compLexity, a 
company that owns pro¬ 
fessional e-sports teams, 
said on Twitter that one 
of his players, 19-year-old 
Drini Gjoka, was shot in the 
thumb. 

Gjoka tweeted: "The tour¬ 
ney just got shot up. Im 
leavinng and never com¬ 
ing back." Then: "I am liter¬ 
ally so lucky. The bullet hit 
my thumb. Worstday of my 
life." 

Marquis Williams, 28, and 
his girlfriend, Taylor Poind¬ 
exter, 26, both from Chica¬ 
go, were ordering pizza at 
the bar when they heard 
the gunfire. Williams said 
people trampled each 
othertrying to getaway. 
"Initially we thought it was 


a balloon popping, but 
there weren't any balloons 
in the room. Then we heard 
repeat shots and we took 
off running," said Williams, 
who participated in the 
tournament earlier. 

The sheriff’s office used 
Twitter and Facebook to 
wam people to stay far 
away and to ask anyone 
who wa s hid ing to c a II911. 
Police barricaded a three- 
block radius around the 
mall. Officers and Coast 
Guard boats patrolled the 
nearby river. Many ambu¬ 
lances could be seen in 
the a rea, but the ma II a rea 
appeared empty of all but 
law enforcement. Police 
also took up positions on 
a bridge overlooking the 
river. 

White House spokeswom¬ 
an Sarah Huckabee Sand¬ 
ers said President Donald 
Trump had been briefed on 
the attack and the White 
House was monitoring the 
situation. 

The Jacksonville Landing, 
in the heart of the city's 
downtown, also hosts con¬ 
certs and other entertain¬ 
ment. It was the site of a 
Trump rally in 2015, early in 
his campaign forthe White 
House.Q

A day after McCain died of 
brain cancerat81, his fam¬ 
ily, friends and congressio¬ 
nal and state leaders were 
working out details of the 
farewell to the decorated 
Vietnam War hero, prisoner 
of war and six-term senator. 
His office said that McCain 
will lie in state in the Arizona 
State Capitol on Wednes¬ 
day and have a funeral 
nearby on Thursday. The 
procession will then head 
to Washington, where Mc¬ 
Cain will lie in state in the 
Capitol Rotunda on Friday 
with a formal ceremony 
and time for the public to 
pay respects. The next day, 
the procession will pass the 
Vietnam Veterans Memori¬ 
al and head to a funeral at 
Washington National Ca¬ 
thedral. A private funeral is 
planned for Sunday at the 
U.S. Naval Academy in An¬ 
napolis, Maryland. 

Trump tweeted that his 
“deepest sympathies and 
respect” went out to Mc¬ 
Cain's family. First lady Me¬ 
lania Trump tweeted thanks 
to McCain for his service to 
the country. 

Presidents George W. Bush 
and Barack Obama, who 
blocked McCain’s own 
White House ambitions, are 
among those expected to 
speak at McCain's funeral. 
“These were bitter contests, 
both of them," said Sen. 
Jeff Flake, R-Ariz., and “to 
ask them to speak at your 
funeral, and for them to 


be honored at the oppor¬ 
tunity, that tells you all you 
need to know.” 

Flake told CBS’ “Face the 
Nation” that McCain “was 
quick to forgive — certainly 
put the good of the coun¬ 
try above himself, and the 
fact that his former oppo¬ 
nents will be there speaking 
says all we need to know.” 
McCain died at his Arizona 
ranch aftera yearlong bat¬ 
tle with brain cancer. 

A black hearse, accom¬ 
panied by a police motor¬ 
cade, could be seen driv¬ 
ing away from the ranch 
near Sedona where Mc¬ 
Cain spent his final weeks. 
For 50 miles along Interstate 
17 southbound, on every 
overpass and at every exit 
ramp, people watched 
the procession. Hundreds, 
including many waving 
American flags, parked 
their cars and got out to 
watch. 

Congressional leaders an¬ 
nounced that McCain 
would lie in state in the 
Capitol Rotunda, though 
they did not give a date. 
“The nation mourns the loss 
of a great American patri¬ 
ot, a statesman who put his 
country first and enriched 
this institution through many 
years of service,” said Sen¬ 
ate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky. 

Arizona will accord McCain 
that honor on Wednes¬ 
day, when he would have 
turned 82. “This is a rare 
and distinct occurrence for 
a truly special man,” GOP 
Gov. Doug Ducey said in a 
tweet. 

Ducey does not plan to 
announce his selection of 
a Senate successor to Mc¬ 
Cain until after McCain's 


burial. Under state law, the 
governor’s appointee to 
serve until the next gen¬ 
eral election in 2020 must 
come from the same po¬ 
litical party. A statement 
from Ducey’s office said 
that “now is a time for re¬ 
membering and honoring 
a consequential life.” 
Trump’s brief Twitter state¬ 
ment said "hearts and 
prayers” are with the Mc¬ 
Cain family. 

Trump and McCain were 
at bitter odds until the end. 
The president, who as a 
candidate in 2016 mocked 
McCain’s capture in Viet¬ 


nam, had jabbed at the 
ailing senator for voting 
against Republican ef¬ 
forts to roll back President 
Barack Obama's health 
care law. 

Earlier this summer, McCain 
issued a blistering state¬ 
ment criticizing Trump's 
meeting with Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin. 
Obama, who triumphed 
over McCain in 2008, said 
that despite their differenc¬ 
es, McCain and he shared 
a “fidelity to something 
higher - the ideals for which 
generations of Americans 


and immigrants alike have 
fought, marched, and sac¬ 
rificed.” 

Obama said they “saw 
our political battles, even, 
as a privilege, something 
noble, an opportunity to 
serve as stewards of those 
high idealsat home, and to 
advance them around the 
world.”

nation, called McCain a 
“man of deep conviction 
and a patriot of the highest 
order” and a “friend whom

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Replacing McCain in the Senate is political balancing act 


PHOENIX (AP) — Sen. J ohn 
McCain's death in office 
has handed Arizona's gov¬ 
ernor an empty Senate 
seat to give out — and a 
difficult political puzzle to 
solve before he does. 
Arizona law requires only 
that Gov. Doug Ducey 
name a replacement who 
is a member of McCain's 
Republican party and who 
will fill the seat until the next 
general election in 2020. 
But in a state with a deeply 
divided Republican Party, 
where McCain was a tow¬ 
ering but divisive figure, the 
choice is far more compli¬ 
cated. 

Ducey is balancing the de- 
mandsofthe manyconser- 
vative Arizona Republicans 
who have soured on Mc¬ 
Cain due to hisdovish immi¬ 
gration stance, criticism of 
President Trump and vote 
against a rollback of Presi¬ 
dent Obama's health care 
law. Ihey are wary of Du¬ 
cey appointing a moder¬ 
ate. But naming someone 
with dramatically different 
views from McCain could 
be viewed as disrespectful 
to McCain's legacy, car¬ 
rying its own risks In either 
case, Ducey wants to set 
the party up to hold the 
seat two years from now, 
no easy task given the tur¬ 
moil in his party. 

The decision is under close 
scrutiny in Washington. 
While McCain has been 
treated for cancer in Ari¬ 
zona and unable to vote 
in Washington, his party's 
already narrow Senate 
majority had shrunk from 
two votes to one. With the 
confirmation of Trump's 
Supreme Court nominee, 
Brett Kavanaugh, sched¬ 
uled for next month the 
GOP needs every reliable 
vote it can get. Dueey'sof¬ 
fice has heard from Vice 
President Mike Pence's 
aides about the choice, a 


person fa miliar with the dis¬ 
cussions said Sunday. The 
person was not authorized 
to discuss the matter and 
a ske d fo r a no nym ity. 


and spokesman Daniel Ruiz 
said on Sunday that the 
appointment will not be 
made until after McCain's 
funeral, which will likely be

AdayafterMcCain'sdeath, 
political types from Arizona 
to Washington were buzz¬ 
ing with options. Ihe sena¬ 
tor's wife, Cindy McCain, 
wasviewed asa possibility, 
as was former Sen. J ohn Kyi 
and former McCain chief 
of staff, Grant Woods. An¬ 
other group of former law¬ 
makers and state officials 
were floated as middle- 
ground options— including 
Due ey's chief of staff Kirk 
Adams — who might not 
anger the right wing of the 
party. 

"If he picks someone too far 
left, we're going to have a 
primary in two years," said 
Constantine Querard, a 
conservative Republican 
strategist. 

Ducey himself faces a 
weak primary challenge 
from his right in the state's 
primary elections Tuesday, 


next week. 

"Now is a time for remem¬ 
bering and honoring a con¬ 
sequential life well lived," 
Ru iz's sta te me nt sa id. 

Doug Cole, a former Mc¬ 
Cain staffer and veteran 
Arizona strategist, said one 
of Due ey's key choices has 
to be whether he wants to 
name someone who wants 
the job for the long term. 
"Do I appoint a caretaker 
or do I appoint someone 
who will stand for elec- 
tion?"Cole asked. "Doeshe 
choose from the family?" 
Some observers predict the 
governor will be solicitous 
to the McCain family's wish¬ 
es. That's led to widespread 
speculation that Cindy Mc¬ 
Cain could be selected, 
likely underthe assumption 
that she would not run for 
the seat in 2020. But Cindy 
McCain's politics a re large¬ 


choice. But Kyi already is 
tasked with shepherding 
the Kavanaugh nomina¬ 
tion and Republicans may 
be loath to upend that pro¬ 
cess. 

Barrett Marson, a Repub¬ 
lican strategist in Phoenix, 
said that if Ducey opts for 
someone with long-term 
designs on the seat, "he has 
to pick someone who can 
galvanize voters in 2020." 
Woods, a former Arizona 
attorney general and Mc¬ 
Cain aide, is another pos¬ 
sibility. But he is known for 
sharing McCain's stances 
on immigration, which 
could be anathema to the 
sta te's c o nse rva tive vote is. 
Arizona operatives specu¬ 
late that one of two for¬ 
mer congressmen from 
the state, John Shadegg 
and Matt Salmon, could 
fill the seat. They're both 


GOP stalwarts who don't 
have a history of feuding 
with the base, as is Adams, 
Ducey's top aide and a 
onetime speaker of the 
Arizona House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. State Treasurer 
Eileen Klein could also be a 
strong candidate in 2020 if 
Ducey wants to pick some¬ 
one who'd run forelection 
rather than a caretaker, 
according to Republican 
operatives 

The person who was pre¬ 
viously seen as McCain's 
most likely successor is Ari¬ 
zona Rep. Martha McSally. 
Like the late senator, she's 
a former fighter pilot — 
one of the first women to fly 
in combat and an airforce 
colonel. But she is running 
for the Senate seat vacat¬ 
ed by Sen. J eff Flake, who, 
like McCain, outraged the 
state's conservative base 
for bucking Trump on immi¬ 
gration and otherissues. 
Like Ducey, McSally faces 
a primary on Tuesday, but 
her challenge from the 
right has been stifferthan 
the governor's It's also il¬ 
lustrated how fraught the 
McCain issue is for Arizona 
Republicans. 

One of her rivals, former 
state senator Kelli Ward, ran 
against McCain in the 2016 
GOP primary. On Saturday, 
hours before McCain died, 
Ward speculated on Face- 
bookthatthe McCain fam¬ 
ily announced the senator 
was ending medical treat¬ 
ment on Friday to distract 
from her final push in the 
primary. 

In a sign of how hostile 
many GOP primary voters 
are to the state's late senior 
senator, earlier this month 
McSally had avoided men¬ 
tioning McCain's name 
while boasting that she'd 
been with Trump at the 
signing of the defense bill 
named in McCain's honor.

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8 people, 6ofthem kids, killed in Chicago apartmentfiie 


CHICAGO (AP) — Eight 
people, including six chil¬ 
dren, were killed when a 
fire broke out before dawn 
Sunday at a Chicago 
apartment in one of the 
deadliest fires in the na¬ 
tion's third-largest city in 
years, officia Is say. 

Two other people were 
hospitalized in very critical 
condition, Chicago Fire 
Department spokesman 
Larry Merritt said. One of 
the children who died was 
an infant, according to Fire 
Commissioner Jose San¬ 
tiago. 

"We have not had this in 
many, many, many years 
— this amount of fatalities 
and injuries in one loca¬ 
tion," he said. 

A makeshift memorial 
along a nearby sidewalk 
included crosses for each 
child who died — a small 
Mickey Mouse doll set next 
to one. The Rev. Clifford 
Spears of Saint Michael 
Missionary Baptist Church 
led a crowd that gathered 
in prayer, the Chicago Tri¬ 
bune reported. A candle¬ 
light vigil was planned for 
Sunday night. 

Officials had not released 
the names or ages of the 
victims, all of whom were in 
the same residence, Merritt 
said.lhe cause ofthe blaze 
hasn't been determined. 

A woman who saw the 
blaze as she was returning 
home from work alerted 
people and gave them a 
chance to escape, San¬ 
tiago said. She called 911 
around 4a.m., then began 
knocking on doors in the 
largely Hispanic Little Vil¬ 
lage neighborhood on the 
c ity's southwest side. 

"So the female who did 
that saved a lot of lives," 
Santiago said. 

At least two buildings 
caught fire, one of them 
described by fire depart¬ 
ment officials as a coach 


house. 

Video showed smoke com¬ 
ing from windows of a 
three-story building's stone 
facade, with flamesengulf- 
ing the back. Police officers 
helped push a stretcherto- 
ward an ambulance, while 
a paramedic simultane¬ 
ously performed CPR. One 
woman lay on a street cry¬ 
ing while someone tried to 
comfort her. 

The fire was put out by just 
after 5 a.m., fire depart¬ 
ment officiaIs said. At least 
one firefighter was injured 
and was hospitalized in 
good condition. 

Merritt said investigators 
have not found working 
smoke detectors. 

The American Red Cross 
planned to work with the 
Chicago Fire Department 
to canvass the neighbor¬ 
hood to ensure homes 
have functional smoke 
alarms installed, the CEO 
ofthe Chicago & Northern 
Illinois Red Cross, Celena 
Roldan, told the Chicago 
Sun-Times.Q

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Weight-loss drug Belviq seems safe for heart, study finds

For the first time, a drug has 
been shown to help people 
lose weight and keep it off 
for several years without 
raising their risk for heart 
problems — a safety mile¬ 
stone that may encourage 
wider use to help curb the 
obesity epidemic. 

The drug, Belviq, has been 
sold in the United States 
since 2013 and is the first 
of several new weight-loss 
medicines to succeed in 
a long-term heart safety 
study now required by fed¬ 
eral regulators to stay on 
the market. 

“Patients and their doctors 
have been nervous about 
using drugs to treat obe¬ 
sity and for good reason. 
There’s a history of these 
drugs having serious com¬ 
plications,” said study lead¬ 
er Dr. Erin Bohula of Brigham 
and Women's Hospital in 
Boston. With this study, Bel¬ 
viq has been convincingly 
shown safe for the heart, 
she said. Although Belviq 
did not raise heart risks, it 
didn’t lower them either, as 
many had hoped it would. 
The weight loss it produced 
was fairly modest — af¬ 
ter 40 months, Belviq users 
had shed 9 pounds (4 kilo¬ 
grams), twice as much as 
those on dummy pills. 

It may be that weight loss 
alone is not enough to low¬ 
er heart risks, or that there 
needs to be more to do 
that, some doctors said. 
Results were discussed Sun¬ 
day at a European Society 
of Cardiology meeting in 
Munich and published by 
the New England Journal 
of Medicine. Belviq's mak¬ 


er, Eisai Inc., sponsored the 
study and many of the re¬ 
searchers consult or work 
for the company. 
Worldwide, 13 percent of 
adults are obese and 39 
percent are overweight, 
raising their risk for a host 
of health problems. Diet 
and exercise are the first 
steps doctors recommend, 
but medicines also can be 
considered for people with 
dangerously high weight 
who cannot drop enough 
pounds by other means. 


Several popular diet medi¬ 
cines were previously with¬ 
drawn from sale after they 
were found to raise the risk 
for heart valve damage, 
suicidal thoughts or other 
problems, prompting the 
new requirement for heart 
safety studies. 

Belviq is an appetite sup¬ 
pressant that works by stim¬ 
ulating brain chemicals to 
give a feeling of fullness. It 
costs roughly $220 to $290 a 
month in the United States. 
Researchers tested it in a 


study of 12,000 people who 
were either obese or over¬ 
weight with heart disease 
risk factors such as high 
blood pressure or choles¬ 
terol. They were given Bel¬ 
viq or dummy pills to take 
twice a day and offered 
lifestyle and diet advice. 

At one year, 39 percent on 
Belviq and 17 percent on 
dummy pills had lost at least 
5 percent of their starting 
weight. Several previous 
studies also found the drug 
effective for weight loss. 


After about three years, 6 
percent of each group had 
suffered a heart-related 
problem or death. 

Fewer people on Belviq 
developed diabetes — 8.5 
percent versus 10.3 per¬ 
cent on dummy pills. 

Serious side effects were 
similar, but more on Bel¬ 
viq stopped taking their 
pills because of them — 7 
percent versus 4 percent. 
Common side effects in¬ 
cluded dizziness, fatigue, 
headache and nausea. 
Dangerously low blood 
sugar happened in 13 peo¬ 
ple on Belviq versus four in 
the other group: all but one 
case involved people also 
taking diabetes medicines, 
which lower blood sugar. 
Tests for heart valve dam¬ 
age were done on 3,270 
participants but no big 
differences in rates were 
seen. Suicidal thoughts or 
behavior were reported in 
21 people on Belviq ver¬ 
sus 11 on dummy pills, but 
more on the drug had a 
history of depression and 
the difference was so small 
it could have been due to 
chance, Bohula said. 

In a commentary, two of 
the journal's editors, Drs. Ju¬ 
lie Inglefinger and Clifford 
Rosen, said there might 
be alternatives to Belviq. 
Liraglutide, when used to 
treat diabetes, also causes 
weight loss and lowers 
heart risks, though it hasn’t 
been tested for cardiac 
safety at the dose used for 
weight loss. 

For now, Belviq “may be 
best used on a cautious ba¬ 
sis, according to the needs 
of individual patients,” they 
write.Q

Lane brought record rain to Hawaii, but lost its wallop

HAWAII — Hurricane Lane 
secured its place in the his¬ 
tory books before it quickly 
dissipated into a tropical 
storm and moved off from 
Hawaii. The storm caused 
damage, mostly on the Big 
Island, where rivers raged 
near Hilo and nearly 40 
people had to be rescued 
from homes. 

There were no deaths from 
the storm, which had the 
potential to cause much 
more destruction. 

Here's a look at the storm 
and its impact on Hawaii. 
RAIN MAKER 

The storm named Lane was 
barreling toward the Ha¬ 
waiian Islands as a power¬ 
ful Category 5 hurricane 
in the middle of the week. 
But then it slowed down, 
moving asslow as2 mph at 
times. 

As it lingered, the stone's 
outer bands were already 
overthe Big Island, allowing 
Lane to drop 51.53 inches 
(131 centimeters) of rain as 
of early Sunday morning, 
according to preliminary 
figures from the National 
Weather Service. 

That puts it in third place for 
the most rain from a stone 
in the United States since 
1950. Hurricane Harvey, 
which stalled over Houston 
lastyear, dropped the most 
rain in that span with 60.58 
inches (154 centimeters), 
Bing a man said. Hurricane 
Hiki dropped 52 inches 
(132 centimeters) in Hawaii 
in 1950, and Amelia pro¬ 
duced a 48-inch (122 cen¬ 
timeter) rainfall in 1978. 

Rain was still falling on the 
Big Island, and the total 
could still increase. 

SO WHAT HAPPENED TO 
LANE? 

Residents and businesses 
across the islands prepared 
for the worst, boarding up 
windows and stocking up 
on supplies. Tourists in ho¬ 
tels along Waikiki Beach in 
Honolulu didn't heed warn¬ 
ings to get out of the water. 
But many visitors stocked 
up on snackfood and beer 
at convenience stores just 
in case. While the Big Island 
took the brunt of the storm, 
the worst of fears never 
materialized as Lane quick- 


of the Mainstreet Pahoa 
Association, said land in 
the Puna district on the 
southern part of the island 
is so porous, there are few 
waterways that will get 
clogged oroverflow. 

SPEAKING OF KILAUEA 
The volcano is still erupting. 
In fact, it's been in a con¬ 
tinuous state of eruption 
since 1983, and it opened 
up several vents beginning 
in May. It was those vents 
that sent lava down rural 
streets, destroying entire 
neighborhoods as it flowed 
to the ocean. The volcano 
hassettled down since, but 
it is still active. The Hawaiian 
Volcano Observatory says 
Tropical Storm Lane had 
little effect on the volcano 
beyond some minor rock 
falls at the summit. 


ly fell apart. 

Winds ultimately caused 
the demise of Lane, Nation¬ 
al Weather Service meteo¬ 
rologist Vanessa Almanza 
said. The storm moved in 
the central Pacific along 
a high-pressure ridge last 
week, when there wasn't 
much wind shear to affect 
the hurricane. 

But then the storm began 
moving north toward Ha¬ 
waii around the high-pres¬ 
sure ridge, and that's when 
its winds died down and it 
lost speed. 

The jet stream "just kind of 
pushed the top off of the 
hurricane and what hap¬ 
pens is it loses exhaust so 
it just starts collapsing," Al¬ 
manza said. 

It was downgraded to a 
tropical storm on Friday, 
and all warnings for Hawaii 
were cancelled Saturday 
morning after the storm 
turned west and moved 
away from the state.

Hawaii's Big Island has had 
more than its fair share of 
natural disasters this year, 
with Kilauea volcano de¬ 
stroying more than 700 
homes with lava.

Hundreds of volunteers 
from 18 countries have 
gathered in the northeast¬ 
ern French town of Verdun 
to keep alive the memory 
of those who fought un¬ 
derappalling conditions in 
World Warl. 

Re-enactors dressed in sol¬ 
diers' uniforms brought to 
life a big military encamp¬ 
ment in the town and held 
a military parade Saturday, 
part of a series of events to 
mark the centenary of the 
end of the war. 

Visitors could visualize sol¬ 
diers' daily life during the 
war through the recon¬ 
struction of field kitchens, 
First Aid posts and com¬ 
mand posts. Soldiers in kha¬ 
ki, grey or blue uniforms, 
depending on the country, 
and women wearing Red 
Cross nurses uniforms were 
presenting authentic ob¬ 
jects and equipment from 
the 1914-1918 wa r. 

Other volunteers were dis¬ 
patched on key battlefield 
areasaround Verdun. They

Experts "took probes of 
the food, of the hygienic 
systems, of water, as well 
as the air conditioning sys¬ 
tems and all those probes 
are now in Egypt," he said, 
adding that the tests would 
take lOdaysto complete. 
Prosecutors in Egypt on 
Saturday dismissed specu¬ 
lation that toxic gas fumes 
in the Coopers' hotel room 
killed the couple. An offi¬ 
cial inspection of the room 
found no harmful gas leaks 
and all the devices worked 
properly, they said. The 


Egyptian prosecutor's of¬ 
fice said it is awaiting a fo¬ 
rensic analysis of samples 
taken from the bodies to 
provide more details. Egyp¬ 
tian authorities dismissed 
criminal motives as being 
behind the deaths An of¬ 
ficial statement by the Red 
Sea govemorate on Friday 
said an initial medical ex¬ 
amination of John Cooper 
showed he had suffered 
acute circulatory collapse 
and a sudden cardiac 
arrest.

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — 

Iran's defense minister said 
Sunday hiscountry will con¬ 
tinue its support of the Syr¬ 
ian government to ensure 
improved security in the 
region, adding that the na¬ 
ture of the two countries' 
cooperation won't be de¬ 
cided by a "third party." 
Israel has expressed con¬ 
cern over Iran's growing 
influence in Syria, accus¬ 
ing Iran of seeking to es¬ 
tablish a foothold near 
the frontier with the Jew¬ 
ish state. "The United States 
has been pressing for Iran 
to withdraw its fighters from 
Syria. In recent meetings 
between U.S. and Russian 
officials, President Donald 
Trump's national security 
adviser John Bolton said 
he and Russian officials a re 
discussing the issue, without 
providing details, calling it a 
U.Spriority. Iran saysitspres- 
ence in Syria is at the invi¬ 
tation of the Syrian govern¬ 
ment. "No third party can 
affect the presence of Ira¬ 
nian advisers in Syria," Iran's 
Defense MinisterAmirHata¬ 
mi told reporters in Damas¬ 


cus His comments came at 
the start of a two-day visit 
to Syria, where he met with 
the Syrian President Bashar 
Assad and other senior offi¬ 
cials. The high-level military 
delegation headed by Hat- 
ami is expected to boost 
cooperation between the 
two countries, and Iranian 
media reported that the 
two are expected to sign 
new military and defense 
agreements. 

Hatami said he hopes Iran 


can play a "productive 
role" in Syria's reconstruc¬ 
tion, according to Iran's 
Press W. "Iran will spare no 
effort to maintain Syria's 
territorial integrity, because 
security in the country will 
help (improve) regional 
stability," Hatami said in 
a meeting with his Syrian 
counterpart, General Ali 
Abdullah Ayyoub, in Da¬ 
mascus on Sunday, ac¬ 
cording to Press TV. He later 
met with Assad. 


Israel has expressed con¬ 
cern over Iran's growing 
influence in Syria, accusing 
Iran of seeking to establish 
a foothold nearthe frontier 
with the J ewish state. 

Earlier this year, Israeli jets 
carried out a number of 
strikes against suspected 
Iranian bases in Syria, in¬ 
cluding an unprecedented 
bombardment of Iranian 
military installations in May, 
reportedly in retaliation to 
an Iranian rocket barrage 


on Israeli positions in the oc¬ 
cupied Golan Heights. 

The two-day visit comes 
as Syria gears up for an 
expected offensive in the 
northern Id lib province, the 
last major rebel stronghold, 
which also has a large al- 
Qaida presence. The prov¬ 
ince is home to nearly 3 
million people and bonders 
Turkey, which fears an of¬ 
fensive may trigger a hu¬ 
manitarian and security ca¬ 
tastrophe. Ayyoub, the Syri¬ 
an defense minister, said his 
government is determined 
to restore government 
control over Idlib wheth¬ 
er through reconciliation 
dealsorwith military opera¬ 
tions. A Turkish, Russian and 
Iranian summit is expected 
in early September in Teh¬ 
ran to d isc uss Syria. 

Idlib was on top of the 
agenda during talks be¬ 
tween Turkish Foreign Min¬ 
ister Mevlut Cavusoglu and 
his Russian counterpart Ser¬ 
gey Lavrov in Moscow on 
Friday.

DUBLIN (AP) — The Vati¬ 
can's re tired ambassadorto 
the United States accused 
senior Vatican officials of 
knowing as early as 2000 
that the disgraced former 
archbishop of Washington, 
Theodore McCarrick, regu¬ 
larly invited seminarians 
into his bed but was made 
a cardinal regardless. 

The letter, an extraordinary 
allegation from a one-time 
Holy See diplomat, also 
accuses Pope Francis of 
knowing about McCarrick's 
behavior in 2013 but reha¬ 
bilitating him — a claim of 
cover-up against the pon¬ 
tiff himself. 

The National Catholic Reg- 
isterand another conserva¬ 
tive site, Life Site News, pub¬ 
lished the letter attributed 
to Archbishop Carlo Maria 
Vigano on Sunday as the 
pope wrapped up a two- 
day visit to Ireland domi¬ 
nated by the clerical sex 
abuse scandal. 

Vigano, 77, a conserva¬ 
tive whose hard-line anti¬ 
gay views are well known, 
urged the reformist pope 
to resign over the issue and 


what he called the "con¬ 
spiracy of silence" about 
McCarrick. He and the 
pope have long been on 
opposite ideological sides, 
with the pope more a pas- 
torand Vigano more a cul¬ 
tural warrior. 

The Vatican did not im¬ 


mediately comment. The 
document's authenticity 
was confirmed to The As¬ 
sociated Press by an Ital¬ 
ian journalist, Marco Tosatti, 
who said he was with Vi¬ 
gano when the archbishop 
wrote it Wednesday. 

"He was very emotional 
and upset at the end the 
effort,"Tosatti told AP, add¬ 
ing that Vigano leftTosatti's 
home afterward without 
saying where he was go¬ 
ing. 

In the letter, Vigano ac¬ 
cused the former Vatican 
secretaries of state under 
the previous two popes of 
ignoring detailed denun¬ 
ciations against McCar¬ 
rick for years. He said Pope 
Benedict XVI eventually 
sanctioned McCanick in 
2009 or2010to a lifetime of 
penance and prayer. 
Francis accepted McCar¬ 
rick's resignation as cardi¬ 
nal last month, after a U.S. 
church investigation deter¬ 
mined that an accusation 
he had sexually abused a 
minor was credible. 

Since then, another man 
has come forward to say 
McCanick began molest¬ 
ing him starting when he 
was 11, and several for¬ 
mer seminarians have said 
McCarrick abused and 
harassed them when they 
were in seminary. The ac¬ 
cusations have created a 
crisis of confidence in the 


U.S. hierarchy, because it 
was apparently an open 
secret that McCarrick reg¬ 
ularly invited seminarians 
to his New Jersey beach 
house, and into his bed. 
Coupled with the devas¬ 
tating allegations of sex 
abuse and cover-up in a 
recent Pennsylvania grand 
jury report — which found 
that 300 priests had abused 
more than 1,000 children 
over70 years in sixdioceses 
— the scandal has led to 
calls for heads to roll and 
fora full Vatican investiga¬ 
tion into who knew what 
and when about McCar- 
ric k. 

Vigano apparently sought 
to answer some of those 
questions. His letter identi¬ 
fies by name the Vatican 
cardinals and archbishops 
who were informed about 
the McCarrick affair, an un¬ 
thinkable expose fora Vati¬ 
can diplomat to make. He 
said documents backing 
up his version of events a re 
in Vatican archives. 

The Vatican's ambassa¬ 
dorto the U.S. from 2011 to 
2016, Vigano said his two 
immediate predecessors 
"did not fail" to inform the 
Holy See about accusa¬ 
tions against McCarrick, 
sta rting in 2000. 

He said Francis asked him 
about McCarrick when 
they met on J une 23, 2013, 
atthe Vatican's Santa Mar¬ 
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ta hotel where the pope 
lives, three months after 
Franc is was elected pope. 
Vigano wrote that he told 
Francis: "Holy Father, I don't 
know if you know Cardinal 
McCarrick, but if you ask 
the Congregation of Bish¬ 
ops, there is a dossier this 
thick about him. He cor¬ 
rupted generations of sem¬ 
inarians and priests, and 
Pope Benedict ordered 
him to withdraw to a life of 
prayerand penance." 

Soon thereafter, Vigano 
wrote, he was surprised 
to find that McCanick 
had started traveling on 
missions on behalf of the 
church, including to China. 
McCarrick was also one of 
the Vatican's intermediar¬ 
ies in the U.S.-Cuba talks in 
2014. 

Vigano's claim that Mc- 
Carrick had been ordered 
by Benedict to stay out of 
public ministry and retire to 
a lifetime of prayerissome¬ 
what disputed, given that 
McCanick enjoyed a fairly 
public retirement. Vigano 
provides no evidence that 
such sanctions were im¬ 
posed by Benedict in any 
official capacity, saying 
only that he was told they 
were. 

The letter also contains a 
lengthy diatribe about ho¬ 
mosexuals and liberals in 
the Catholic church. It of¬ 
ten reads like an ideologi¬ 
cal manifesto, naming aIIof 
Francis' known supporters in 
the U.S. hierarchy as being 
complicit in a cover-up of 
M c C a rric k's misd eed s. 

"Now that the corruption 
has reached the very top 
of the church's hierarchy, 
my conscience dictates 
that I revea I those truths re- 
garding the heart-breaking 
case of the archbishop 
emeritus of Washington," 
Vigano wrote. 

Vigano, however, also has 
had his own problems with 
allegations of cover-up, 
and he and Francis had a 
major dust-up during Fran¬ 
cis' 2015 visit to the U.S., 
which Vigano organized. 

In that incident, a lead¬ 
ing U.S. opponent of gay 
marriage, Kim Davis, was 
among those invited to 
meet with the pope at Vi¬ 
gano's Washington resi¬ 
dence. □ 
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A subdued Zimbabwe inaugurates Mnangagwa afterdisputed vote

— Zimbabwe on Sunday 
inaugurated a president 
for the second time in nine 
months as the country 
once jubilant over the fall 
of longtime leader Robert 
Mugabe is now largely sub¬ 
dued by renewed harass¬ 
ment of the opposition and 
a bitterly disputed election. 
The military-backed Presi¬ 
dent Emmerson Mnan¬ 
gagwa, who again took 
the oath of office, faces 
the mammoth task of re¬ 
building a worsening econ¬ 
omy and uniting a nation 
divided by a vote that 
many hoped would deliver 
change. 

The 75-year-old Mnan¬ 
gagwa, who took power 
from his mentor Mugabe 
with the military's help in 
November, said "my arms 
are outstretched" to main 
opposition leader Nelson 
Chamisa after the Con¬ 
stitutional Court on Friday 
rejected opposition claims 
of vote-rigging and upheld 


the president's narrow J uly 
30 victory. 

Some supporters of the 
president, however, earned 
a makeshift coffin bearing 


Chamisa's name during 
Sunday's ceremony. 

"In just nine months we've 
birthed a new Zimbabwe," 
said Mnangagwa, who 


has promised democratic 
and economic reforms af¬ 
ter Mugabe's repressive 
37-year rule. He opened 
his speech by reading a 


letter from the 94-year-old 
Mugabe, whose firing of 
Mnangagwa sparked No¬ 
vembers dramatic events, 
offering congratulations 
and saying he could not at¬ 
tend because "I'm notwell." 
Mnangagwa told the 
crowd that "our democ¬ 
racy has indeed come of 
age"and he invited all po¬ 
litical parties to unite and 
"develop the motherland." 
The 40-year-old Chamisa 
on Saturday said he re¬ 
spectfully rejects the court 
ruling and called the inau¬ 
guration 'false." 

'They know they c a n't invite 
me to a wedding where I 
was the one supposed to 
be receiving the gifts," he 
said. Spokesman Nkululeko 
Sibanda said "we haven't 
received any formal invita¬ 
tion." Ruling party spokes¬ 
man Paul Mangwana criti¬ 
cized Chamisa over the 
inauguration snub. 

"It is important for nation¬ 
building at this critical 
time," Mangwana told The 
Associated Press. □ 


Chinese police detain owner of hotel wheie fire killed 19

northeastern China have 
detained the ownerofa re¬ 
sort hotel where a fire killed 
19 people and injured 23 
others. 

The public security bureau 
of the city of Harbin said 
on its official social media 
account it was questioning 
the legal representative of 
the Beilong Hot Spring Lei¬ 
sure Hotel on suspicion of 
negligence leading to Sat¬ 
urday's fire. 

The disaster added to a 
string of deadly blazesthat 
have plagued China de¬ 


spite official efforts to im¬ 
prove public safety over 
the past two decades 
The fire broke out at the 
four-story hotel in Harbin's 
Sun Island recreation area 
at 4:36 a.m. and was extin¬ 
guished at 7:50 a.m. by a 
force of 105 firefighters with 
30 firetrucks, Chinese state 
television said. 
Firefightersfound 18 people 
dead and one more died 
at a hospital, the Harbin 
city government said on 
its social media account. It 
said 23 people were injured 
and more than 80 evacu¬ 
ated. Harbin, with about 5 


million people, is the sec¬ 
ond-largest city in China's 
northeast, after Shenyang. 
It is known for the Russian 
architecture of its inner city 
and as the site of a win¬ 
ter festival with sculptures 
made of ice blocks cut 
from the Songhua River. The 
ruling Communist Party has 
tried to improve fire safety 
following deadly blazes at 
hotels, shopping malls and 
apartment buildings But 
the country still suffers ma- 
jorfires. In November, a fire 
blamed on faulty wiring at 
a Beijing apartment build¬ 
ing killed 19 people.Q

Fear, uncertain future for Nicaragua's student protesters

MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(AP) — J aino Bonilla was in¬ 
side a Managua seminary 
last spring during a breakin 
Catholic Church-mediated 
talks to try to end Nicara¬ 
gua's bloody political crisis 
when two fellow students 
approached him with a 
threat. 

"You're going to pay," 
warned one of them, Leo- 
nel Morales, the president 
of the government-backed 
student union at Nicara¬ 
gua Polytechnic University, 
where they both studied. 
"Yourfamily is going to cry 
tears of blood." 

"You know where to find 
me," Bonilla replied. 

That was then. Now the 
20-year-old, a leaderof stu¬ 
dent protests against Presi¬ 
dent Daniel Ortega's gov¬ 
ernment, is in hiding, trying 
to ignore the threats that 
come regularly on Face- 
book and in menacing text 
messages. He has survived 
fourmonthsof resistance to 
Ortega's government, but 
the student movement he 
helps lead is now largely 
underground. 

Hundreds of people have 
been killed in the govern¬ 
ment's brutal suppression 
of the months-long protests 
that erupted in April. More 
than 2,000 people have 
been detained as secu¬ 
rity forces search for those 
who took part, including 
about 320 still in custody. 
Many say they have been 
abused atthe handsofthe 
authorities, including severe 
beatings and torture. The 
common refrain of "We're 
not scared!" chanted at 
the early student marches, 


is seldom heard any more. 
"Ortega achieved his ob¬ 
jective," Bonilla said in a 
recent interview, held at a 
secret location. "He made 
us feel fear." 

Chased off their college 
campuses, the future is un¬ 
certain forthe studentswho 
have stood up to Ortega. 
Many have fled the coun¬ 
try, others are scattered 
about in safe houses. Some 
are recovering from bullet 
wounds they suffered dur¬ 
ing the government crack¬ 
down orstruggling with psy¬ 
chological trauma, while 
Bonilla and other student 
leaders try to rally the at¬ 
tention of the international 
community and strategize 
how to maintain pressure 
at home. 

Bonilla joined the uprising 
against Ortega's govern¬ 
ment in mid-April, angered 
like many of his classmates 


by the violent government 
response to protests by re¬ 
tirees angry over cuts in 
social security benefits. 
After the marches quickly 
evolved into a general call 
forOrtega'sousterand stu¬ 
dent casualties mounted, 
Bonilla volunteered to rep¬ 
resent his fellow students in 
the church-mediated talks 
to try to end the crisis 
That effort was short-lived. 
In a fiery speech in July, 
Ortega accused the Ro¬ 
man Catholic bishops or¬ 
ganizing the mediation 
of being "coup mongers" 
seeking his ouster and said 
they were unqualified to be 
mediators "The talks have 
not restarted. 

With control of the coun¬ 
try's universities and other 
opposition bastions now 
firmly in government hands, 
Ortega, who has been 
in power since 2007, has

vowed to remain in office 
until at least 2021, when 
his latest term ends. He has 
dismissed those who par¬ 
ticipated in the protests as 
"terrorists" manipulated by 
outside forces. 

These days, Bonilla spends 
histime holed up in his hide¬ 
out, trying to prepare for 
the day when talks with the 
government might resume. 
He reads political econo¬ 
my texts, studies negotia¬ 
tion tactics and absorbs as 
much as he can about Ni¬ 
caraguan history online. He 
has changed safe houses 
twice since J une. 

Still, Bonilla's situation isbet- 
terthan some. 

He is still in Nicaragua and 
slips out in the open, his 
face masked by a ban¬ 
danna, to participate in 
the sporadic, smaller pro¬ 
test marches that contin¬ 
ue despite the arrests and 


mounting death toll. Other 
students were locked up for 
days in a shed orforced to 
hide atthe bottom of a well 
while government forces 
searched forthem. 

There is now a tense calm 
in Managua, following the 
violent government crack¬ 
down.The stone barricades 
the studentsand othergov- 
emment opponents erect¬ 
ed at the height of the 
protests on major highways 
and outside entire neigh¬ 
borhoods have now been 
removed by government 
forces. But there is little ac¬ 
tivity after nightfall; many 
restaurants are shuttered 
and people rush home at 
dusk, fearful of the masked 
armed civilians working in 
coordination with the po¬ 
lice who patrol the city's 
streets. In the moments 
when they aren't worried 
about being discovered or 
where their next meal will 
come from, many of those 
in hiding grow despondent 
overan unraveling future. 
"We want to go on with our 
noma I lives," Bonilla said. 
One 25-year-old woman, 
who had been working on 
a master's degree at the 
National Autonomous Uni¬ 
versity of Nicaragua before 
she joined the student re¬ 
sistance movement, is al¬ 
ready in her second coun¬ 
try of exile. Early this month, 
she fled to Costa Rica, 
where she had hoped to 
establish a network of sup¬ 
port forthose in hiding in Ni¬ 
caragua. But rumorsof gov¬ 
ernment info mants among 
the Nicaraguan exile com¬ 
munity there forced her to 
take off again. Now she is 
in a third Central American 
country.□

Hotel Hustle

If you don't know and I don't know, 
we better find someone who does! 

In the last article, I touched base on certain words and sentences that 
shouldn't be in the vocabulary of anyone who works in hospitality. One de¬ 
finitive sentence that should never be uttered in the work place to a client is 
“I don’t know”, because the next thing you may hear from the client is, “you 
work here, how don’t you know?” Not knowing highlights is a fundamental 
lack of communication. Of course there are instances where the employee 
being asked the question genuinely doesn't actually know the answer to 
the question, because they are new, they just came back from vacation 
that day and hadn’t caught up yet or the information was communicated to 
guests, before being disseminated to the employees. 

Working with guestscan sometimes make people feel like the human equiv¬ 
alent of Google. We getasked so many questions on so many different top¬ 
ics, from what isa great place to eat, to whatthe weatherislike in a certain 



month, fhe rule is, if you don’t know the answer, you can in thiscase phone a friend/colleague and ask their insights or recommendations for a 
restaurant or referthe guest to the concierge who will have the necessary information. 

We've all been there at least once with a guest who, comes into the office red faced, angry and raving. Believe me if your answer to whatever 
their question, is "I don’t know", you better hide anything that isn’t nailed down and prepare fora barrage of insults. The easiest way to de-es- 
c a late that situation is by hearing the guest out, expressing empathy and taking direct action by assuring the guest that even if you don’t know 
how to handle their issue, you will find someone else who can help. 

Just the other day, I had an owner come into my office and asking questions about the replacement of the hallway ceiling and wanting to know 
why it was taking so long to finish. I was able to answer his basic questions, with the information I knew, but once he started asking more in depth 
questions about delaysand timelines for completion etc. I knew itwasgoing beyond the scope of my information, ladvised him, I would call 
maintenance and see who I could find fo answer his questions. He was more than happy with that and waited for the maintenance chief to walk 
overto answer his questions. 15 minutes later he had the answers to his questions and left with a greaterunderstanding of the reasonsbehind the 
delays. 

The important thing to remember is to always find out the correct information or guide customers to the people who can provide the answers as 
this single action can diffuse a negative situation instead of escalating it. Guests want to know that you are showing them the attention they de¬ 
serve and will allow you, even if they are very upset, the time to find a solution to their issue and following up with them in an expedient manner. 
We try our best on a daily basis to never have to be the bearers of bad news, but on the days where it can’t be avoided, we know that we’ve 
done everything we could before having to say no.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Even 
with all the times Roger Fe- 
dener held the U.S. Open 
trophy, he still can't forget 
the time it slipped through 
his fingers. 

He had won five titles in a 
row in Flushing Meadows 
and was a game away 
from a sixth in 2009 when 
Juan Martin del Potro 
pulled out a fourth-set tie¬ 
breaker, then won the fifth 
set. 

"I still wish I could have 
played that match again," 
Federersaid Friday. 

He's never been that close 
to winning the U.S. Open 
since, just once reaching 
the final. 

lhatwould have been hard 
to imagine then, when Fe¬ 
derer would steamroll into 
New York at the ta il end of 
some of the greatest sea¬ 
sons in tennis history.

He was247-15from 2004-06, 
and knew he'd figure things 
out across seven matches 
on the hard courts in a city 
where he isso comfortable. 
"For a long period I think I 
was not losing much," Fe- 
derer said, "and when I 
came to the Open, I had all 
the answersforallthe guys, 
all my opponents, all condi¬ 
tions, wind, you know, night, 
day. I really embraced ev¬ 
erything about New York." 
Still does, which is why — at 
age 37, and a full decade 
removed from his last title 
at the place — Fedener 
believes he can succeed 
again at the year's final 
Grand Slam tournament 
and collect a male-record 
21st major when main- 
draw play begins Monday. 
A sixth U.S. Open title would 
break a tie withj immy Con¬ 
nors and Pete Sampras for 
the most in the professional 
era. "Well, I mean, it would 
mean the world to me," he 
said. 

Novak Djokovic just beat 
Federer in the final in Cin¬ 
cinnati, and the Wimble¬ 
don champion might be 
the favorite in New York. 
Defending champion Ra¬ 
fael Nadal is the top seed 
after taking back the No. 
1 ranking that Federer had 
regained earlier this sea¬ 
son for the first time in five 
years. And del Potro isup to 
a career-best No. 3 in the 
world and proved again 
he could handle Federer 
at the U.S. Open when he 
stopped him lastyearin the 
quarterfinals. 

Yet few would count out 
No. 2 seed Federer, even as 
erratic as his gifted game 
looked against Djokovic on 
Sunday in Ohio. 

"If you are playing well be¬ 
fore, is easier to play well 
in the Grand Slam, no? No 
doubt of that," Nadal said. 
"At the sa me time it's true 
that especially a few play¬ 
ers are able to increase 
the level of concentration, 
the level of tennis, level of 
intensity in some places. If 
you have to do it, thisisone 
ofthe places." 
Federerhasn'tdone it in the 
biggest moments in New 
Yorkoverthe last decade. 
The loss to del Potro wasfol- 
lowed by semifinal defeats 
against Djokovic in both 
2010 and 2011, blowing 
two match points in both. 
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He finally got back to the 
final again in 2015 but was 
beaten by Djokovic, then 
had to miss the 2016 event 
because of a knee injury. 
He won the Australian 
Open and Wimbledon in a 
re su rg e nt 2017 b ut twe a ke d 
hisbackwhile reaching the 
Montreal final and knew his 
bodyand hisgame weren't 
in sha pe by the time he got 
to New York. 

"I knew from the get-go it 
was not going to be pos¬ 
sible for me to win," Feder¬ 
er said. "Everything would 
have had to fall into place." 
So he was even more 
cautious in monitoring his 
schedule this year, sitting 
out the clay-court season 
again and pulling outofTo- 
ronto, making Cincinnati his 
only hard-court warmup. 
That's left him only fourtour- 
naments in five months, 
perhaps explaining some 
ofthe shots that once were 
winners but were sprayed 
around the court against 
Djokovic. 

"It's a fine line of how fit do 
you need to be and how 
much tennis can you play 
to be competitive?" Hall of 
FamerRod Laversaid. "And 
if you're not able to go get 
the match practice, then 
you've got to rely on being 
competitive on the other 
side of the coin, which is 
how fit can you be. He 
certainly is fit enough but 
mentally in the final, I could 
tell he was sort of down. 
You could tell he was just 
frustrated with some ofthe 
shots that he played." 
Federer won't second- 
guess his scheduling, be¬ 
lieving he's made the right 
decisions for his prepara¬ 
tion. Norwill he kick himself 
over the U.S. Opens lost 
overthe lastdecade. 

"I won the U.S. Open five 
times. So I stand here pretty 
happy, to be quite honest," 
Federer said. "It's not like, 
'God, the U.S. Open never 
worked out forme.' It hasn't 
the last couple years, but 
it's a II good.'O

PARAMUS, N.J. (AP) — 

Bryson DeChambeau com¬ 
pleted the first stage of 
his mission by winning The 
Northern Trust. 

"fhe next one is up to Ryder 
Cup captain J im Furyk. 
Staked to a four-shot lead, 


DeChambeau never let 
anyone closer than two 
shots, ended the threat 
with consecutive birdies 
and closed with a 2-under 
69 for a four-shot victory 
overTony Finau on Sunday 
in the FedEx Cup opener. 
DeChambeau won for the 
second time this year, both 


times against some of the 
strongest fields He moved 
to the top of the Fed Ex Cup 
standings and was all but 
assured of being one ofthe 
top five seeds at the Tour 
Championship who have a 
clear shot at the $10 million 
bonus. 

Also on his mind is playing 


for no money at all at the 
RyderCup. 

DeChambeau narrowly 
missed earning one of 
the eight automatic spots 
for the U.S. team when 
he missed the cut at the 
PGA Championship. Fu¬ 
ryk makes three of his four 
captain's picks a week 
from Tuesday, and it will be 
tough to ignore a 24-year- 
old Californian with victo¬ 
ries at the Memorial and a 
Fed Ex Cup playoff event. 
He moves to No. 12 in the 
world. 

'To be able to hold the 
lead and keep the lead 
for the whole time ... was 
great," DeChambeau said. 
"If lean keep playing the 
way I am, I think I can do 
great things." 

He didn't need to be great 
at Ridgewood Country 
Club. 

DeChambeau, who stayed 
on the practice range until 
it was dark Saturday night, 
came out firing with two 
straight birdies to stretch 
the lead to six shots. His 
only mistakes were a pair 
of three-putt bogeys on 
the front nine, the second 
one at No. 9 that reduced 
his lead to two shots over 
Aaron Wise. 

But not for long. 

Wise's threat ended with a 
bogey on No. 16, about the 
time DeChambeau gotup- 
and-down from just short of 
the reachable par-4 12th 
for birdie. No one got any 
closerthe rest of the way. 
Finau also made a strong 
statement about a cap¬ 
tain's pick. Furyk invited 
Finau to join a small group 
of Americans who played 
Le Golf Nacional the 
weekend before the British 
Open. He wasplaying with 
Furyk at the PGA Champi¬ 
onship when Finau tied a 
tournament record with 10 
birdiesin the second round. 
And while he stared five 
shots back on a course 
where the greens were as 
firm as they have been all 
week, Finau closed with a 
68 to finish alone in second. 
Finaucracked the to p 20 in 
the world for the first time in 
his career. 

"If I'm in the conversation, 
this doesn't hurt my chanc¬ 
es, I don't believe," Finau 
said. "I had a solid week 


all around. My game feels 
good and I feel confident. 
Whatever his decision is, I'll 
be ready to play." 

Billy Horse hel (68) and 
Cameron Smith (69) tied for 
third. 

Ryan Palmer a Iso felt like a 
winner. He came into the 
FedEx Cup playoffs at No. 
100 —the top 100advance 
to the second stage next 
week at the TPC Boston — 
and Palmer delivered a 65 
on Sunday highlighted by a 
wedge he holed for eagle 
on the par-5 third hole. 

He tied for fifth, along with 
Wise (67) and Adam Scott 
(69), and moved all the 
way to No. 50, all but assur¬ 
ing a spot in the third play¬ 
off event outside Philadel¬ 
phia. 

Dustin Johnson's only con¬

"It's always tough when it 
comes down to the wire," 
said Dixon, who had a fifth 
straight top-five finish, "but 
I think you have that situa¬ 
tion throughout the season. 
Everybody at this level, you 
do everything you can to 
try and get one race win. 
It's no different week in, 
week out." 

Dixon did precisely that 
during the middle of the 
season, winning three times 
to build what looked like 
an insurmountable points 
lead. But it's been Rossi on 
the tear down the stretch, 
his back-to-back wins at 
Mid-Ohio and Pocono and 
runner-up run at Gateway 
putting the pressure on. 
Now, the question iswheth- 


er there's enough time to 
finish the job. 

Ihe fina I two racesare road 
courses, beginning next 
week with IndyCar's return 
to Portland,Oregon,aftera 
decade-long absence and 
culminating in the finale at 
Sonoma, where double 
points a re on the line. 

'The goal right now is just 
to hopefully get within 20 
points going into Sonoma, 
and then it can really be 
a bout who beats the other 
person-type-of-thing," Rossi 
said. 'That's where our fo¬ 
cus is, and we have found 


some road course perfor¬ 
mance definitely in the 
second half of this year, so 
gottwo road coursescom- 
ing up. Portland is a very 
unknown challenge for us 
all, so it'll be interesting." 
Rossi's championship rally 
nearly came to a spec- 
tacularhalt Saturday night, 
when he was side by side 
with Power going through 
Tum 2. His Andretti Auto¬ 
sport ride got wildly loose 
— it looked like a dirt late 
model sliding through the 
comer — but Rossi some¬ 
how managed to keep it 


off the wall. 

Asked what was going 
through his mind, he re¬ 
plied: "A lot of bad words" 
"It was one of those ones 
where I had pretty much 
given up, and it just came 
back really probably by the 
grace ofGod,"he said, "be¬ 
cause I was on the brakes 
and ready to hit the wall, 
so it just kind of corrected 
itself, and that was a pretty 
big blessing Igotthere." 
Power went on to win the 
race, his first with team 
owner Roger Penske on the 
radio calling his strategy, 


and managed to keep his 
own faint championship 
hopesalive. 

While Rossi was trying to 
save every last drop of 
fuel, and Dixon was stuck 
in no-man's land on hisown 
strategy, Power was able 
to go full-throttle down the 
stretch. That that allowed 
him to overcome Rossi and 
keep Dixon at bay, and trim 
his championship deficit to 
68 points. 

It's a tall order but hardly 
out of the question. 

"If they're at the front, yes, 

I mean, we have to take 
risks. We have to make 
things happen," he said. 
"Kind of like (Saturday 
night), we just said: 'Let'sgo. 
Let's run hard. We've got to 
beat these guys. We can't 
finish behind anymore.' So 
I'm going to be aggressive 
with them racing-wise. 

"If there's a half gap there, 
I'm going to go for it," he 
added. 'You have to. They 
know it." 

Power has reason to be¬ 
lieve he still has a chance. 
He was in a similar deficit 
when the series headed to 
Indianapolis in May, first for 
the Grand Prixand then for 
the Indy 500, where there 
were double points on the 
line — similar to the stakes 
for the final two races. 

And when he swept to vic¬ 
tory in the road race, and 
made his big oval break¬ 
through in 'The Greatest 
Spectacle in Racing," Pow¬ 
er left town with a lead in 
the standings 
'We can absolutely do it. It's 
mathematically possible," 
he said. "Absolutely.'O

may cut into McKinnon's 
workload, too. Picking 
McKinnon early in the third 
round is not advised, even 
if you totally missout on ac¬ 
quiring him. 

Rex Burkhead, RB, New 
England (71): Experienced 
fantasy players know you 
can never fully trust a New 
England running back.

Twitter took similar action 
shortly thereafter. 

What did they have in 
common? The security firm 
FireEye. 

Best known for its work on 
high-profile cyberaffacks 
against companies in¬ 
cluding Target, JPMongan 
Chase and Sony Pictures, 
FireEye is emerging asa key 
player in the fight against 
election interference and 
disinformation campaigns. 
Founded in 2004, FireEye 
is based in Silicon Valley 
and staffed with a roster 
of former military and law- 
e nfo rc e me nt c yb e rexp e rts. 
"They've really become 
the Navy SEALs of cyberse¬ 
curity, especially for next- 
generation cybersecurity 


threats," said GBH Insights 
a na lyst Da n Ives 
Lee Foster, manager of in¬ 
formation operations anaI- 
ysisat FireEye, said histeam 
workswithin the company's 
intelligence outfit, which 
researches not only "info- 
ops" — like the Iran-linked 
social media activity it re¬ 
cently uncovered — but 
espionage, financial crime 
and other forms of vulner¬ 
ability and exploitation. 


Specialist teams at FireEye 
focus on particular areas 
of cyberthreats, each with 
theirown expertise a nd la n- 
guage capabilities 
"We kind of operate like a 
private-sector intelligence 
operation," he said. 

FireEye was founded by 
Ashar Aziz, who developed 
a system forspotting threats 
that haven't been tracked 
before, unlike older com¬ 
panies that sold firewalls 


or anti-virus programs that 
block known malware. 

Aziz, a formerSun Microsys¬ 
tems engineer, created a 
system that uses so ftwa re to 
simulate a computer net¬ 
work and check programs 
for suspicious behavior, be¬ 
fore allowing them into the 
network itself. 

FireEye raised its profile in 
2014 by acquiring Man- 
diant, known for exper¬ 
tise in assessing damage 


and tracing the source of 
cyberattacks. Mandiant 
founder Kevin Mandia, a 
formerll.S. Air Force investi¬ 
gator, is now FireEye'sCEO. 
While businessesare spend¬ 
ing more on information 
security, FireEye itself has 
spent heavily on research, 
development, sales and 
marketing. That has led to 
struggles to remain profit¬ 
able, as heavy investments 
offset revenue growth. 
Mandia said that during the 
three months ended June 
30, FireEye's email security 
found 6 million spear-phish¬ 
ing attacks, a type of hack¬ 
ing, and its security prod¬ 
ucts alerted companies of 
attempts to breach secu¬ 
rity 29 million times. That's 
important, Mandia said, 
because most of FireEye's 
products are deployed 
behind their client's exist¬ 
ing firewalls or antivirus soft- 
ware, so everything FireEye 
catches has already evad¬ 
ed other defenses, he said. 
"We are the investigators 
called in when the pro¬ 
cesses, people, and tech¬ 
nology fail to prevent a se¬ 
curity breach or incident," 
he said. “We find the gaps 
in the security fabric and 
we find the needle in the 
haystack."Q

Welcome to the disarray 
of Elon Musk, the impulsive 
genius and architect of 
cutting-edge car, rocket 
and solarpanelcompanies 
built nearly from scratch.

Experts say it all 
could wind up with Tesla 
exposed to a fine for mis¬ 
leading investors. And even 
though Musk has almost 
legendary status, the epi¬ 
sode could further erode 
his credibility with stake- 
holderswho have endured 
multiple broken promises 
and years of losses as a 
public company. 

"Priorto the go-private epi¬ 
sode, his credibility was in 
question, although inves¬ 
tors still had overall confi¬ 
dence in the guy," Erik Gor¬ 
don, a business and law 
professor at the University 
of Michigan, said Saturday. 
"This whole go-private epi¬ 
sode hastaken hiscredibil- 
ity close to zero." 

The bizarre story began 
Aug. 7 when Musk, while 
driving to the airport, tweet¬ 
ed he was considering tak¬ 
ing the company private 
and thatfunding had been 
secured for the deal. Inves- 
torswould be paid $420 per 
share, a 23 percent premi¬ 
um overthe Aug. 6 closing 
price. No other details we re 
given, butTesla'sstockshot 
up 11 percent that day. At 
$420, buying aIITesla shares 
would cost around $72 bil¬ 
lion.

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New drone shots show isolated 
Amazonian tribe in Brazil

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

New aerial images give a 
rare glimpse of an isolated 
tribe in Brazil's Amazon, 
showing 16 people walk¬ 
ing through jungle as well 
as a deforested area with 
a crop. 

In a clip released Tuesday 
night, one of the tribespeo- 
ple appears to be carrying 
a bow and arrow. 

Brazil's agency for indig¬ 
enous affairs, Funai, said it 
captured the drone shots 
during an expedition last 
year to monitor isolated 
communities, but only re¬ 
leased them now to pro¬ 
tect their study. 
Researchers monitored the 
tribe in Vale do J avari, an 
indigenous territory in the 
southwestern part of the 
state of Amazonas There 
are 11 confirmed isolated 
groups in the area - more 
than anywhere else in Bra¬ 
zil. "These images have the 
power to make society 
and the government re¬ 
flect on the importance of 
protecting these groups," 
said Wallace Bastos, Fu- 
nai's president. 

Bruno Pereira, who coordi¬ 
nates Funai's study of iso¬ 
lated groups in the region, 
said these documentations 
also help researchers study 
their culture. The agency 


has not yet been able to 
identify the name of the 
tribe, though it has guess¬ 
es about its ethnicity and 
what language it speaks. 
"The more we know about 
isolated communities' 
way of living, the more 
equipped we are to pro¬ 
tect them," he said. 

Overall, the agency has 
registered 107 isolated 
tribes in Latin America's 
largest nation. While Funai 
takes photos and videos 
sometimes, it has not been 
making contact with them 
for over 30 years. 

Pereira told the Associated

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Aspirin disappoints for avoiding first he art a Hack, stroke

Taking a low-dose aspirin 
every day has long been 
known to cut the chances 
of another heart attack, 
stroke or other heart prob¬ 
lem in people who already 
have had one, but the risks 
don't outweigh the bene¬ 
fits for most otherfolks, ma¬ 
jor new research finds. 
Although it's been used for 
more than a century, as¬ 
pirin's value in many situa¬ 
tions is still unclear. The lat¬ 
est studies are some of the 
largest and longest to test 
this pennies-a-day blood 
thinnerin people who don't 
yet have heart disease ora 
blood vessel-re la ted prob¬ 
lem. One found that aspirin 
did not help prevent first 
strokes or heart attacks in 
people at moderate risk for 
one because they had sev¬ 
eral health threats such as 
smoking, high blood pres¬ 
sure orhigh cholesterol. 
Another tested aspirin in 
people with diabetes, who 
are more likely to develop 
ordie from heart problems, 
and found that the modest 
benefit it gave was offset 
by a greater risk of serious 
bleeding. Aspirin did not 
help prevent cancer as 
had been hoped. 

And fish oil supplements, 
also tested in the study 
of people with diabetes, 
failed to help.

"There's been a lot of un¬ 
certainty among doctors 
around the world about 
prescribing aspirin" beyond 
those forwhom it'snow rec¬ 
ommended, said one study 
leader, Dr. Jane Armitage 
of the University of Oxford in 
England. "If you're healthy, 
it's probably not worth tak¬ 
ing it." The research was 
discussed Sunday at the 
European Society of Car¬ 
diology meeting in Munich. 
The aspirin studies used 100 
milligramsa day, more than 
the 81-milligram pills com¬ 
monly sold in the United 
States but still considered 


low dose. Adult strength is 
325 milligrams. 

VUHO'S REALLY ATRISK? 

A Boston-led study gave 
aspirin or dummy pills to 
12,546 people who were 
thought to have a moder¬ 
ate risk of suffering a heart 
attack or stroke within a 
decade because of other 
health issues. 

After five years, 4 percent 
of each group had suf¬ 
fered a heart problem — 
far fewer than expected, 
suggesting these people 
were actually at low risk, 
not moderate. Othermedi- 
cines they were taking to 


lower blood pressure and 
cholesterol may have cut 
their hea rt risk so muc h that 
aspirin had little chance 
of helping more, said the 
study leader, Dr. J. Michael 
Gaziano of Brigham and 
Women's Hospital. 

One percent of aspirin tak¬ 
ers had stomach or intesti¬ 
nal bleeding, mostly mild— 
twice as many asthose on 
dummy pills. Aspirin users 
also had more nosebleeds, 
indigestion, reflux or belly 
pain. Bayer sponsored the 
study, and many research¬ 
ers consult for the aspirin 
maker. Results were pub¬ 


lished by the journal Lan¬ 
cet. 

ASPIRIN FOR PEOPLE WITH 
DIABETES? 

People with diabetes have 
a higher risk of heart prob¬ 
lems and strokes from a 
blood clot, but also a high¬ 
er risk of bleeding. Guide¬ 
lines vary on which of them 
should consideraspirin. 
Oxford researchers ran¬ 
domly assigned 15,480 
adults with Type 1 or 2 
diabetes but otherwise in 
good health and with no 
history of heart problems to 
take either aspirin, 1 gram 
offish oil, both substances, 
ordummy pillsevery day. 
After seven and a half 
years, there were fewer 
heart problems among as¬ 
pirin users but more cases 
of serious bleeding, so they 
largely traded one risk for 
another. 

FISH OIL RESULTS 
The same study also tested 
omega-3 fatty acids, the 
good oils found in salmon, 
tuna and otherfish. Supple¬ 
ment takers fared no bet¬ 
ter than those given dum¬ 
my capsules — 9 percent 
of each group suffered a 
heart problem. 

"We feel very confident 
that there doesn't seem to 
be a role forfish oil supple¬ 
ments for preventing heart 
disease," said study leader 
Dr. Louise Bowman of the 
University of Oxford .□

scientists have found the 
carcass of an ancient foal 
perfectly preserved in the 
Siberian permafrost. 

The fossil discovered in 


the region of Yakutia has 
its skin, hair, hooves and 
tail preserved. Yakutia is 
also famous having wooly 
mammoth fossils found in 
the permafrost. Scientists 
from Russia's Northeast 


Federal University who pre¬ 
sented the discovery Thurs¬ 
day said the foal is estimat¬ 
ed to be 30,000 to 40,000 
years old. They believe it 
was about two months 
old when it died. Semyon 
Grigoryev, head of the 
Mammoth Museum in the 
reg iona I c a p ita I of Ya kutsk, 
was surprised to see the 
perfect state of the find. 
He noted it's the best-pre¬ 
served ancient foal found 
to date. The foal was dis¬

toric. Its second weekend 
waseven more impressive. 
The romantic comedy sen¬ 
sation slid just 6 percent 
from its chart-topping de¬ 
but to again lead the box 
office with $25 million in 
ticket sales, according to 
studio estimates Sunday. 
Almost as many people 
turned out over the week¬ 
end for "Crazy Rich Asians" 
as they did for its opening 
Friday-to-Sunday bow — 
an unheard of hold for a 
non-holiday release. Drops 
of close to 50 percent are 
common forwide releases 
But propelled by enthusias¬ 
tic reviews and an eager¬ 
ness for a major Hollywood 
film led by Asian stars, 
"Crazy Rich Asians" is show¬ 
ing almost unprecedented 
legs. After opening last 
weekend with $35.3 million 
from Wednesday to Sun¬ 
day and $26.5 million over 
the weekend, the Warner 
Bros, release — the first 
Hollywood studio movie in 


25 years with an all-Asian 
cast — has already grossed 
$76.8 million. 

The adaptation of Kevin 
Kwan's bestselling novel, 
starring Constance Wu and 
Henry Golding, washelped 
by weak competition. SIX 
Entertainment's critically 
slammed R-rated puppet 


caper "The Happytime 
Murders" debuted with 
$10.1 million, a career-low 
wide release for star Melissa 
McCarthy. The robot-dog 
fantasy "A.X.L," from the 
beleaguered Global Road 
Entertainment, flopped 
with $2.9 million. 

But the talk of the week¬ 
end wasthe sustained suc¬ 
cess of "C ra zy Ric h Asia ns," 
which grossed approxi¬ 
mately the same from one 
Saturday to the next. 

"I've been telling my team 


that Big Foot sightings are 
more common than zero 
percent Saturday drops," 
said J eff Goldstein, distribu¬ 
tion chief for Warner Bros 
Goldstein noted that after 
a 44 percent Asian-Ameri- 
can audience over open¬ 
ing weekend, that percent¬ 
age fell to 27 percent on 
the second weekend while 
Caucasian and Hispanic 
ticket buyers grew.

There are a few other stray 
examples of movies that 
held so well withoutadding 
substantially more theaters 
like "Brother Bear," "Puss 
in Boots" and "Mother's 
Day," but that's about it. 
Even "The Help," which 
also opened mid-August, 
slid 23.1 percent in 2011 on 
its way to $169.7 million do¬ 
mestically and four Oscar 
nominations including best 
picture — a path that's 
not out of the question for 
"Crazy Rich Asians." 
"There's no greater indica- 
torof the enthusiasm of an 
audience than a minimal 
drop in a second week¬ 
end," said Paul Dergarabe- 
dian, senior media analyst 
forcomScore. "Thisisn'tthe 
product of opening-week- 
end hype. This is the prod¬ 
uct of a great movie reso¬ 
nating very strongly with 
all audiences The movie 
has become a cultural 
phenomenon."□

NEW YORK (AP) — Play¬ 
wright Neil Simon, a master 
of comedy whose laugh- 
filled hits such as "The Odd 
Couple," "Barefoot in the 
Park" and his "Brighton 
Beach" trilogy dominated 
Broadway for decades, 
has died. He was 91. 

Simon died early Sunday of 
complications from pneu¬ 
monia at New York Presby¬ 
terian Hospital in Manhat¬ 
tan, said Bill Evans, a long¬ 
time friend and spokesman 
for Shubert Organization 
theaters 

In the second half of the 
20th century, Simon was 
the American theater's 
most successful and prolific 
playwright, often chroni¬ 
cling middle class issues 
and fears. Starting with 
"Come Blow Your Horn" in 
1961 and continuing into 
the next century, he rarely 
stopped working on a new 
play ormusical. 
Simon'sstage successes in¬ 
cluded "Ihe Prisonerof Sec¬ 
ond Avenue," "Last of the 
Red Hot Lovers," "Ihe Sun¬ 
shine Boys," "Plaza Suite," 
"Chapter Two," "Sweet 
Charity" and "Promises, 
Promises." But there were 
other plays and musicals, 
too — more than 30 in all. 
For seven months in 1967, 
he had four productions 
running at the same time 
on Broadway: "Barefoot in 
the Park"; "Ihe Odd Cou¬ 
ple"; "Sweet Charity"; and 
"The Star-Spangled Girl." 
Simon was the recipient 
of four Tony Awards, the 
Pulitzer Prize, the Kennedy 
Center honors (1995), four 
Writers Guild of America

Awards and an American 
Comedy Awards Lifetime 
Achievement honor. In 
1983, he had a Broadway 
theater named after him, 
and in 2006, he won the 
Mark Twain Prize for Ameri¬ 
can Humor. 

The bespectacled, mild- 
looking Simon wasa relent¬ 
less writer— and rewriter. In 
the introduction to one of 
the many anthologies of his 
plays, he wrote: "I am most 
alive and most fulfilled sit¬ 
ting alone in a room, hop¬ 
ing that those words form¬ 
ing on the paper in the 
Smith-Corona will be the 
first perfect play ever writ¬ 
ten in a single draft." 

He was a meticulous joke 
smith, peppering his plays, 
especially the early ones, 
with comic one-liners and 
humorous situations that 


critics said sometimes 
came at the expense of 
character and believabil- 
ity. But for much of his ca¬ 
reer, audiences embraced 
his work, which often fo¬ 
cused on middle-class, ur¬ 
ban life. Many of the plots 
were drawn from his own 
personal experience. 

"I don't write social and po¬ 
litical plays, because I've 
always thought the fam¬ 
ily was the microcosm of 
what goeson in the world," 
he told The Paris Review in 
1992. Simon's own life fig¬ 
ured most prominently in 
what became known ashis 
"Brighton Beach" trilogy — 
"Brighton Beach Memoirs," 
"Biloxi Blues" and "Broad¬ 
way Bound" — which many 
consider his finest works In 
them, Simon'salterego, Eu¬ 
gene MorrisJ enome, makes 


his way from childhood to 
the U.S. Army to finally, on 
the verge of adulthood, a 
budding careerasa writer. 
Simon was a Depression- 
era child who was raised 
mostly by his strong-willed 
mother, Mamie, and men¬ 
tored by his older brother, 
Danny, who nicknamed 
his younger sibling Doc. Af¬ 
terserving in the military in 
1945 and 1946, he began 
writing with his brother for 
radio and then for televi¬ 
sion, a period in their lives 
chronicled in Simon's 1993 
play, "Laughter on the 
23rd Floor." The brothers 
wrote for such classic 1950s 
TV series as "Your Show of 
Shows," and later for "The 
Phil Silvers Show," in which 
the popularcomedian por¬ 
trayed the conniving Army 
Sgt. Ernie Bilko. 


Yet Smon grew dissatisfied 
with television writing and 
the network restrictions that 
accompanied it. Out of his 
frustration came "Come 
Blow YourHom," about two 
brothers (not unlike Danny 
and Neil Simon) trying to 
figure out what to do with 
their lives. 

It was his second play, 
"Barefoot in the Park," 
that really put Smon on 
the map. Critically well-re¬ 
ceived, the 1963 comedy, 
directed by Mike Nichols, 
concerned the tribulations 
of a pair of newlyweds, 
played by Elizabeth Ashley 
and Robert Redford, who 
lived on the top floor of a 
New York brownstone. 
Smon cemented that suc¬ 
cess two years later with 
"The Odd Couple," a 
comedy about bickering 
roommates: Oscar, a gruff, 
slovenly sportswriter, and 
Felix, a neat, fussy photog¬ 
rapher. Walter Matthau, as 
Oscar, and Art Carney, as 
Felix, starred on Broadway. 
Matthau and Jack Lem¬ 
mon played the roles in a 
successful movie version. 
Jack Klugman and Tony 
Randall appeared in the 
TV series, which ran on ABC 
from 1970-1975. A female 
stage version was done on 
Broadway in 1985, and it 
was revived again as a TV 
series from 2015-17, starring 
Matthew Perry. 

The play remains one of 
Simon's most durable and 
popular works. Nathan 
Lane as Oscar and Mat¬ 
thew Broderick as Felix 
starred in a revival that was 
one of the biggest hits of 
the 2005-2006 Broadway 
seasonQ

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Bare-knuc kle fighting could be poised fora US boom

LOS ANGELES (AP) - David 
Feldman staged a bare¬ 
knuckle boxing match on 
the undercard of a mixed 
martial arts show at a 
Yavapai Nation casino in 
Arizona in 2011. The pro¬ 
moter offered the fight 
on the internet as a paid 
streaming option, just to see 
if anybody would watch it. 
Feldman claims the pay- 
per-view system crashed 
under the demand of 
hundreds of thousands of 
buyers worldwide trying to 
watch two men fight with 
their bare fists 
He didn't get paid, but 
that's when Feldman knew 
thisarchaic sport had a fu¬ 
ture. 

"This sport is absolutely not 
for everybody to compete 
in or watch," Feldman 
said. "For some people, 
the blood, the fast pace 
and the excitement of the 
whole thing is not for ev¬ 
erybody. But for the group 
that it is for, I think we de¬ 
liver exactly what their ap¬ 
petite calls for." 

After nearly a decade of 
patient work to get this 
primal version of boxing 
formally sanctioned some¬ 
where in the U.S., Feldman's 
Bare Knuckle Fighting 
Championship debuted in 
Wyoming two months ago. 
The show captured wide- 
ranging attention online, 
where it sold about 150,000 
pay-per-view buys and 
drew heavy chatter on so¬ 
cial media. 


Feldman's BKFC promotion 
is staging a second show 
Saturday night in Biloxi, Mis¬ 
sissippi, putting ungloved 
boxers in a ring fortwo-min- 
ute rounds filled with the 
primally compelling sound 
of flesh hitting flesh without 
padding or cushion. The 
card features a mishmash 
of experienced fighters 
from other disciplines, in¬ 
cluding MMA veterans Bee 
Rawlings, Kendall Grove 
and Chris Lytle. 

Twenty-five years after 
the UFC's debut, Feldman 
thinks regulated bare¬ 
knuckle boxing might be 
the next big worldwide 
thing in the so-called com¬ 
bat sports. British promoters 


have staged bare-knuckle 
bouts for years, but the 
North American pay-per- 
view market usually is the 
ultimate goal for any pro- 
moterhoping to cash in. 
Even before his second 
ba re-knuckle show, it's 
clearFeldman hasopened 
a door. Other North Ameri¬ 
can companies are al¬ 
ready rushing to get 
through it, but the veteran 
fight promoter believes he 
can build a company that 
will last. 

"I think it's whoever starts 
first, but starts right first," 
Feldman said. "Like I told 
my partners, we can't walk 
out of the starting box. 
We have to sprint. So if we 
sprint out of the starting 
box, it'sgoing to be hard to 
catch us. And I think that's 
our model right now. We 
did sprint out of it on J une 
2, and now a lot of fighters 
are coming ourway." 

In BKFC's attempt to stay 
on top of a sport long dor¬ 
mant in North America, 
Feldman will put on a third 
show in October, and he 
hopes to stage a fourth in 
December. He plans eight 
shows in 2019, with four on 
pay-per-view and four on 
television. 

Feldman's goal isn't just to 
stage bate-knuckle fights, 
which he could do without 
state sanctioning. He wants 
to build a fight brand with a 


recognizable, stable prod- 
uetthat will compel steady 
fandom, just as the UFC be¬ 
gan to do in 2005. 

"Look, there's going to be 
competition," Feldman 
said. 

"J ustaslong asthey do the 
right thing, and do it the 
way that we did it, then 
competition is going to be 
great for us But because 
we came out so fa stand so 
good, we did establish our¬ 
selves as the bare-knuckle 
brand right now." 

The top company also will 
need recognizable fight¬ 
ers, and that competition 
is already stiff. Another na¬ 
scent promotion, the World 
Bare Knuckle Fighting Fed¬ 


eration, has signed former 
NFL linebacker Shawne 
Merriman and well-known 
MMA stars Chris Leben 
and Phil Baroni to fight on 
a show in Wyoming in No¬ 
vember. 

But BKFC has a clear draw¬ 
ing card in Rawlings, the 
longtime UFC fighter who 
emerged as a figurehead 
for bare-knuckle fighting 
after her entertaining vic¬ 
tory on BKFC's first card. 
When the colorfully tat¬ 
tooed Australian mother of 
two contemplates this sur¬ 
prising detour in her com¬ 
bat sports career, Rawlings 
is both surprised a nd thrilled 
by the opportunity to be on 
the forefront of something 
new. 

Proper technique is a key 
to minimize the stress on 
a fighter's fists and wrists, 
which are wrapped in dis¬ 
tinguishing colors in BKFC 
bouts. An ability to fight in 
close quarters is a Iso impor¬ 
tant, since the fighters be¬ 
gin their rounds in the cen¬ 
ter of the ring, just an arm's 
length apart. 

For Rawlings, it's a II a thrill. 
"My only worry with my last 
(bare-knuckle) fight was, 
'Damn, I don't want to hurt 
my hands,'" Rawlings said. 
"'These a re my moneyma k- 
ers.' I've got to absolutely 
100 percent protect them. 
... Don't hit the top of the 
(opponent's) head. That's 
really going to hurt. I found 
when I hit her in the chin a 
number of times, that also 
hurt. You want to go forthe 
juicier, fleshier parts."0
